T the Seſſions for L oxdox and MHid- 
dl:ſex held at Juſtice hall ia the 
-Old bayly , on Wedneſday and 
Thurſday the. icth and 11th of 
this Ioſtant May, 1676. 

There were in all Nine perſons condemned 
to ſuffer death for their ſeveral Crimes ; of 
which a particular Relation having already 
been publiſhed, we ſhall not here waſt our vwa 
orthe Readers time with an impertinent Re- 
petition.

However, Mercy ſo tar interpoſed after the 


Sentence of Juſtice, that only Five of them. 
atnally fuffered : Amoogſt whom was Els. 


Zabeth Longman, an old Offendor, having 
been above a Dozen ſeveral times in Newgate: 
Some time fince ſhe was convicted, aud' ob- 
rained the benefit and favour of Tranſporta- 
tion, and was accordingly carried 1ato Yirgi- 
nia: But Celum, nou Aniuum mutant, qui 
trans mare enrrnnt. She had not been there 
ahove Fourteen Moneths, before ſhe procured 
Monies remitted from ſome of the Brothec- 
houod here, wherewirh ſhe bought off her Ser- 
vitude, and ever ſhe comes again into Ex- 
gland, long before rhe term of her Sentence 
was expired, Nor was ſhe content to violate 
the Law only in that poiat, bur returned to 
her. old Trade (for ſo theſe people call ſtegl- 
ing)\2s well as to her Countreyz and was ſoon 
after her Arrival coaducted to Newgate, for 
miſtaking ſeveral parcels of Silk, upon which 
being Convicted, and pleading her Belly, ſhe 
was ſet by the laſt Sefſions before this ; Bur 
now itappearing that (he was highly acg@ſlary 
(though all the while in Newgate) to the Rob- 
bery of a Porſon of Quality, and thatſhe was 
wholly ineorrigible, not to be reclaimed by 
any Warnings, ſhe was brought dowa agaia 


to the Bar, and demanded, what ſhe could 


ſay for her ſclf, why fhe ſhould not ſuffer 


Death, according to Law, upon her old 
Judgmear. To which ſhe ſtill pleaded, that.

| by a Jury of Matrons, they found no ſuch

niſters wanting towards her, though '*tis feared 
they did not make the wiſht-for Impreſſions 
upon her Spirit. 

T wo others viz. Edward Wal: and Edward 
Reſſelthat ſuffered, were brought tothis un- 
timely and ignominieus End, by the means and 
ſeducements of this unhappy Woman. For ; 
they together with one A. MH. going after the | 
former Scfions to a Geantlemans Houſe, tv 
ſollicite and engage his latereſt, in order to the 
obtaining of a Reprieve for a Woman that paſt 
for one of their Wives, and was thea under 
Condemnation, they chanced to ſpic the Maid 
a ſcewring a very conſiderable quantity of 
Plate, the glittering ſight whereof ſo much 
affeted them, that when they came back to 
Newgate, to give an accouct of their buſineſs, 
amongſt ather diſcourſe, they mentioned 
what abundance of Plate they ſaw. And will 
you only ſee it 2((ays this Be/ſ/e Longman,being 
by) then you deſerve to ſtarve indeed, when

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Fortune puts a Booty, as It were, in your 
Moutis, and you are ſuch Cowards, that you 
dare not take it; With theſe and many other 
words to that purpoſe, ſhe auimated then on 
lo far, till by her Taſtigation and the Devils 
rogether, they reſolved upon the Villany,

of the Cabal, and other grear matters, was 
kept; from the Gibhet all this while 3 bur now 
failing to verihce thoſe pretentions, he was or- 
dered by the Court to receive bis puaithment 
according fo his former. Senteace, with the 
re{F-of the Priſoners condemned tis Setfiuns, 
Ut thele poor wre:ches, two, wit HWalland 
Ruſſel, as they ingenuoully pleaded guilty to 
their Indictment at the Bar, fo they behaved 
themſelves very modeſtly ar their Condemna-

To all which they gave. very great artent1. 
on, promiſing to put | thae bleſſed Advice in 
practice; and (o continuedin a very ſerious 
and.laudable frame till the time of Execution, 
which was the 17th of thisInſtant May, being 
then conducted to Tyburn with vift numbers 
of people following the Carts to behold the 
laſt ſad Scene of their deplorable Tragedy. 

Being come to the Gallows, .and the uſual 
Prayers and Solemnities being performed, one 
of them ſpoke a pretty while ro the Multi. 
tude, proteſting, 765 was the'firſt Fad that he 
was ever atnally guilty of, though he had been 
acceſſary to divers others, and bad bees all hx 
days a very ill Livers, ſo that be could mot but 
2chnowledge that he ſuffer d juſtly. * He very 
much admoviſh'd all perſons to conſider their 
ways 5 eſpecially warning Tonth not' to miſ- 
ſpend their time in Idleneſs, or Diſobedience 
to Parenis or Mifters and to bave a care of 
being ſeduced and drawn away by lewd women, 
afirming that ſuch Courſes and their Tempta- 
tions, and to ſatisfie their Luxury, hed becn 
orfgiually the cauſe of hi: deſiraGion, and that 
ſhameful death he was now going to ſuffer. 

T he reit (aid very few words, unleſs to ſome 
particular, Acquaintance 3 but by their Ge- 
ſtures ſecmed to pray ſecretly, and fo were
